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Two Tee eeewel low cross bands on the back distinguish the tropical roach, 
a newcomer among the familiar household cockroaches -~ the American, Australian, 
Oriental, and German. This small, brown tropical roach is only three-eighths of 
an inch lone. It's even smaller than the light-brown German "croton bug" or 
"water bug," and is well kmown in the hot, damp cities of the world. 

Riding probably in the luggage of motorists, the tropical roach seems to 
have traveled recently as far north as Nebraska and Illinois. It may not survive 
in cold climates, even in heated houses, but if it does, it may become a serious

Americans spend thousands of dollars annually to combat all these differ-— 
ent reaches, which damage food in homes, restaurants, hotels, stores, and 
hospitals. They also ruin bookbindings in libraries, and fine fabrics. 

Roaches often enter a house on packages of food or leundry. Don't éncour- 
age the pests by leaving even a crvmb of food where they can get it. Keep staples 
in insect-proof containers, and cover garbage tightly until disposed of. Sprinkle 
sodium fluoride along the back of shelves and drainboards, or dust into cracks 
where roaches run. Sodium fluoride is a poison, to be kept out of reach of 


Children end pets and stored apart from the food supply. Fresh pyrethrum powder 


1s another cffective remedy, safe to usc. Other means of controlling all kinds 
of cockroaches are discussed in a leaflet you can get from the U. &.
